HAT the foundation Christian edu- 

cation? The answer during these twenty 

Christian centuries has been St. Paul’s: 
can man lay other than that which 
laid, which Jesus Christ.” 

This the whole meaning the New Testament, 
indeed the Old Testament which the an- 
nouncement and anticipation it. the New Testa- 
ment examined its entirety and not one’s 
favorite verses only, nor those verses which are 
often quoted, one struck the tremendous design 
human history; the extraordinary range and depth 
Christ’s teaching, religious, moral, and social, and 
the context historical facts miraculous and ordinary 
which the whole thing takes place. 

These events are mere panorama successive 
views. They are the culmination thousands years 
human history, they are the opening new era. 
Men have recognized this and divide time according 
the event. The supreme drama human history has 
its tragic climax the Crucifixion and the beginning 
its resolution the Resurrection. truly re- 
vealed the Divine plan God’s love for man, God’s 
condescension man and God’s infinite mercy. 

Veritably there was New Heaven and New 

Earth. saw more truly nature every day, 
fine phrase, “God renew His ancient 
rapture.” But very much more saw new mean- 
ing and significance man, whose form God be- 
came incarnate. sense his greatness never be-

And have called this the 
fundamental educational document Christianity 
because the way educational. 

The Christian system essentially educational 
instrumentality. The coefficients all its forms and 
activities are educational. Man trained, disciplined, 
educated the high responsibility sonship 
God. The organization established teaching organ- 
ization; its personnel primarily teachers; the pur- 
pose educational, make man worthy the voca- 
tion which called; its activities and its rites 
are the method and curricula the educational system 
which Christianity is. become “saints” Chris- 
tians, requires educational process self-control, 
self-mastery, the destruction sin, faith and 
through Christ. the following pages shall sum- 
marize the result our direct study the New 
Testament educational document. 


The Aim Christian Education 

The Penitent Thief Calvary. “Today shalt thou 
with paradise,” said the Crucified One the 
penitent thief hanging cross, who rebuked the 
other thief who railed Christ with his “If thou 
Christ, save Thyself and us.” And one almost hears 
the echo the devil himself the temptations the 
wilderness “If Thou the Son God command that 
these stones made bread.” But the penitent thief 
said the other: “Neither dost thou fear God, seeing 
thou art under the same And indeed 
justly, for receive the due reward our deeds; but 
this Man hath done evil. And said Jesus: Lord, 
remember when Thou shalt come into Thy King- 
dom.” (Luke xxiii. 40-42.) 

The Kingdom God. the penitent thief achieved 
the supreme end the Christian life, paradise 
with Christ the Lord. Christ had promised His follow- 
ers: “In Father’s house there are many mansions. 
not, would have told you: because prepare 
place for you.” promised them also place 
which had been prepared from the “foundation the 
world.” This the Kingdom which the penitent 
thief hoped Christ would remember him. the 
Kingdom God, which preached and for which 
evangelized. would the treasure which moths 
rust not corrupt, nor thieves break through 
steal. was the consummation, for which Christ 
taught His disciples pray: Thy Kingdom come. 
was life everlasting, the life eternal, the abundant life. 
the disciples this promise life everlasting was 
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expressed negatively, too: shalt not die perish 
forever.” they dead, they shall live.” 

The Jews the day had expected the establishment 
national kingdom with real purple- 
arrassed king king temporal power. Hardly 
child born stable talking about Kingdom not 
this world Divine, everlasting, universal King- 
dom. 

Glory the Kingdoms the World. And the 
tempter, leading Christ exceedingly high 
mountain, and showing Him, men have been shown 
all ages before and since, “all the kingdoms the 
world and the glory them,” and making the promise 
destruction, “All these things will give Thee 
falling down Thou worship me” (Matt. iv. 9), and 
the answer Christ and the Christlike has been, 
“Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and Him only 
shalt thou serve.” the world, the worldly, and 
worldliness are rejected. The abundance things 
which man possesseth are nothing, even all the 
kingdoms the world and their glory. The main 
thing, the one thing needful save your soul. For 
what shall profit man gain the whole world 
and lose his own soul? What shall man give ex- 
change for his soul? What? And the impossibility 
translating exchanging material and spiritual values 
announced. “He who not with against Me, 
and that gathereth not, scattereth.” You cannot 
serve God and mammon. 

St. Paul, the disciple, his Lord, Jesus 
Christ, the end the Christian life human salvation, 
life everlasting, the resurrection from the dead but 
now the disciple speaks, through and “in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” This emphasis Christ the way, 
practically the only distinction between the statement 
the aim Christian education the Gospels and 
the Epistles. 

the first chapter Romans, St. Paul describes 
utter bluntness and utter truth, the life without 
Christ the midst “the glory that was Greece and 
the splendor that was Rome.” 

“And inasmuch they have resolved against pos- 
sessing the knowledge God, God hath delivered them 
over reprobate mind, that they should what 
disgraceful, being filled with all wickedness, villainy, 
covetousness, replete with envy, murder, strife, 
guile, backbiters, slanderers, Godhaters, insolent, 
arrogant, braggarts, devisers evil, rebellious 
parents, without understanding, without honor, without 
affection, without pity.” (Rom. 28-31.) 

The Aims Christian Education. the aim 
purpose Christian education clear, unmistakable. 
spiritual aim, other-worldly aim, super- 
natural aim. the resurrection from the dead. 
life everlasting. life eternal. life Christ. 
and not concerned primarily with social welfare, 
social well-being any merely mundane end, though 
will have transforming social results. Wealth, power, 
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prestige, position, notoriety, scholarship, research, 
culture, civic intelligence, social efficiency, vocational 
skill are not the purpose Christian education, are 
not, fact, the vocabulary Christian terminology. 
these aims, those which are good may incidental 
results the Christian scheme. They are not primary, 
they are not ends all. “Seek first the Kingdom 
God and His justice, and all these things shall 
added unto you.” “Mortality shall swallowed 
life.” 
The Extent the System 

are One Christ. The Gospel the Kingdom 
was preached the whole world. was 
preached unto all nations beginning Jerusalem. 
was preached the poor, Christ Himself 
preached them. was the summarizing phrases 
the Gospels, preached every creature 
the whole world until the consummation come. the 
promise Christ was for all all time. The Christian 
system universal, catholic. And St. Peter, along with 
the Twelve, and St. Paul, are the first great and 
long line missionaries Christ who have carried 
the Gospel “every creature under heaven.” St. Paul 


was word and deed apostle. formulated this 


universal scope the Christian education usual 
terms Christ. “In Him neither Jew nor Greek, 
neither slave nor free, neither male nor female; for 
are all one person Christ Jesus.” St. Paul knew 
man according the flesh, knew distinction 
among men, but this did know that “whosoever are 
led the Spirit God are the sons God.” And 
St. Paul quotes, approving the words the Psalmist, 
“Their voice hath gone forth unto all the earth and 
their words the ends the 

Have Not Lost Any.” Christianity mere 
nationalistic scheme, confined one nation 
one time. universal extent, extending every 
creature the end time. And the Christian teacher 
must remember Christ’s one statement, “Of all Thou 
has given Me, have not lost any.” must there- 
fore remember that every one whatever his external 
appearance, whatever his color, whatever his apparent 
intellectual ability, lack it, him the Gospel 
must preached and was for him Christ died. The 
ideal the extent the Christian educational system 
best expressed the very phrase under discussion, 
“Of all Thou hast given Me, have not lost any.” 

The Good Tidings for All. The Christian education 
for all, without distinction for Jew and Gentile, for 
male and female, for rich and poor, for slave and free. 
for people all time. knows distinction 
among human creatures any limitation time. 


The Method and Curriculum 


Imitation Christ. “Be perfect your Heaven- 
aim method. The perfection God the Father 
obviously impossible, not incomprehensible, 
ideal for men. certainly not optimum. But 
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brought within the comprehension man, and his 
aspiration and hope the Incarnation, the example 
Christ. This embodiment the Christian ideal 
lovable and loving personality, beckoning ever 
upward and onward Life beyond life, is, was 
elsewhere noted, tremendous pedagogical asset. 
“Follow Me,” has echoed through the centuries, and 
men have not only written books answer that 
command, but have ordered their life accord with 
it. They have given for Him everything the world 
holds dear, and have suffered everything the world 
considers ignominious, even the 
martyrdom the cross. 

Living, life activity the essence the Christian 
method. Life activity the essence the Christian 
curriculum. For even the sacramental life, the in- 
tention and will are immense importance con- 
dition sine qua non. The commands, from One having 
authority, were clear and unmistakable: love God; 
love your neighbor; love your enemy; repent; watch 
and pray; forgive; deny yourself; “be born again” 
(Matt. xix. 17); keep the commandments; con- 
verted become little children; meek and humble 
heart; believe; you would done by; resist 
not evil; lay not treasure earth; judge not; 
render Caesar the things that are Caesar’s; render 
God the things that are God’s. 

Such will the Christian life, such the Chris- 
tian method. Such, too, the Christian curriculum. 
the translation the command God into 
series life activities. gives the detail that 
summary the Law and the Prophets: the love 
God and the love neighbor. this and live. And, 
offering the example the Good Samaritan, Our Lord 
says: “Go, like manner.” the rich man 
was required for perfection, “Go, sell what thou hast 
and give the poor and follow Me.” 

The Sacramental Life. Baptism the indispensable 
means enter this new life. Like the original creation, 
the spirit God moves the waters, the new 
creation, the water the water baptism. Should 
the individual lose this grace that comes with baptism, 
regains through penance and the food the 
Eucharist which Christ has promised, and which 
said, you eat the Body the Son 
Man and drink His Blood, you shall not have life 
you.” These are the two great regular means keep- 
ing this spiritual life this life grace the sacra- 
ments penance and the Eucharist. Other sacra- 
ments there are for special occasions, special condi- 
tions, for confirmation, for marriage, for the priest- 
hood, and for the sick dying. These are used only 
the special conditions, ordinarily but once life- 
time appropriate time. 


Organization 
The Charter the Teaching Organization. The 
charter the Christian education organization is, 
have seen: 
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“All power given heaven and earth. 
Going therefore, teach all nations: baptizing them 
the name the Father, and the Son, and the 
Holy Ghost. Teaching them observe all things what- 
soever have commanded you: and behold with 
you all days, even the consummation the world.” 
(Matt. xxviii. 

This clearly the beginning teaching organ- 
ization. The charge the teaching group is, “Go and 
teach.” The teaching was carried all nations, 
even the consummation the world. Christ was 
the source the teaching: “all things whatsoever 
have commanded you,” and He, too, was the guar- 
antee the teaching all time, even the consum- 
mation the world. 

God, the Father. The ultimate source everything 
the teaching organization God, the Father. Thus 
Christ summarizes the relationship: “As Thou has 
sent into the world, also have sent them into the 
world.” Christ the Mediator between the Living God 
and men; and the Apostles and their successors are 
His agents. 

Christ. Christ the Son the Most High God, 
Whom God well pleased. the light the world. 
the Holy One, the Annointed the Lord, the 
Savior, Redeemer, Messiah. the Lamb God 
Who takest away the sins the world. priest 
forever after the order Melchisedech. Priest 
and Victim. the Clean Oblation. 

The Humanity the Apostles. After passing the 
whole night the prayer God, selects twelve 
men without any apparently clear qualifications for 
the task except that selected them. They are quite 
ordinary human beings. ordinary human beings 
that the tremendous work begun Calvary 
continued. And though these twelve are live with 
the Savior for three years, are taught and trained 
Him, are have His living example, are know 
Him truth, yet, one them betray Him, all 
are desert him momentarily the last week, the 
leader them deny Him thrice, and even after 
the Resurrection there doubting Thomas. After 
the Resurrection asked, they understood not 
what was all about, and what came for: Wilt 
thou restore the kingdom 

Twenty Christian Centuries. But with these merely 
human materials the world has been transformed, and 
twenty Christian centuries tribute the lowly 
Nazarene, and His twelve lowly Apostles. Though built 
merely human beings, elevated supernatural 

plane the grace God, almost every merely human 
consideration calculation neglected. the teach- 
ing class, the greatest among them shall servant 
all. 

The Reward the Teachers. What promised 
them? They shall scourged, they shall delivered 
governors and council; they shall hated for 
“My Name’s sake,” short, whosoever killeth them, 
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thinketh doth the Lord service. All, apostle and 

disciple, must take his cross and deny himself. 
royal road. easy, primrose path. But oh, the 
end it, the Master and eternal life. “He that findeth 
his life, shall lose it, and that loseth his life for 
Me, shall find it.” 

The Personnel the Teaching Organization. 
Christ’s question, “Whom you say am,” the leader 
them, who always given the head the lists 
Apostles, makes this confession faith, art 
Christ, the Son the living God.” This the occasion 
Christ’s announcement, “Thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock will build Church, and the gates 
hell shall not prevail against it.” And Peter, you will, 
the superintendent schools the teaching organ- 
ization. And frequently associated with him are James 
and John, who thus constitute kind executive com- 
mittee.

Paul and the Christian Organization. St. Paul, 
stricken the road Damascus, was the wit- 
ness Him Whom persecuted. was the 
“witness all men the things had seen and 
heard,” and the Lord said him, “Unto the Gentiles 
afar off will send thee.” special sense was 
St. Paul the apostle the Gentiles. found his place 
the Christian organization. went Jerusalem 
see St. Peter three years after his return Damas- 
cus, and fourteen years later went again obe- 
dience revelation. says, might running 
had run vain.” SS. Peter, James, and John, who 
were the pillars, gave him the hand fellowship. 
St. Paul confirmed his place the Christian edu- 
cational system. With extraordinary zeal carried the 
“good tidings great joy” beyond its first center, 
Jerusalem, ever wider circles, the process carry- 
ing every creature all nations. helped 
develop the organization enable carry the wider 
range Christianity, and helped define the doctrines 
Christ, the traditions the first-century Church, 
and the revelation which himself received. was 
suffer death decapitation, was St. Peter 
suffer death crucifixion what became the new 
center Christianity, Rome.

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Editor’s Note. The textbook in Catholic schools offers many problems. 
shall discuss them proceed. this Mr. Treacy pre- 
sents the case pro and con for two the major problems, (1) uniformity 
textbooks and (2) free textbooks, upon the basis Tidwell’s studies. 
The information valuable basis for aiding the solution dio- 
cesan and parochial problems. This article serves as an excellent intro- 
duction the general problem. 


EXTBOOKS always have been powerful influ- 
determining what and how American 

school children should taught, and they are 
still potent forces educational theory and practice. 
Teachers find guidance and much 
times the texts which they and their pupils hold 
their hands. Within such books may found out- 
lines procedure; wealth information the 
different topics, information which only adequately 
equipped libraries could provide otherwise; suggested 
methods teaching; lists problems, questions, and 
references; various charts, diagrams, tables, and illus- 
trations; and, interspersed here and there between the 
pages and lines the books, whole philosophy 
education. Textbooks, buildings, you add 
the pupils and you have practically the whole school 
yesterday. What wonder that textbooks have been 
important. 

There little doubt but that the importance 
textbooks has been lessened somewhat detailed 
courses study, laboratory methods instruction, 
better-trained teachers, and professional supervision. 
But visit any school today will convince one 
that textbooks still have important function edu- 
cation. long over half our teachers have less 
than two years’ training beyond the high school and 
from one fifth one fourth are new the profession 
each year textbooks will continue have important 
function; better for many teachers cling the 
experience another than flutter about their own 
poorly developed techniques. Even well-trained teach- 
ers who are provided the best instructional condi- 
tions, find textbooks one the requirements for effi- 
cient teaching. The high standards workmanship 
and the cheapness American books compared 
those European countries are added incentives for 
their use the schools. 


Textbook Problems 


The use textbooks results many administrative 
and supervisory problems. Should there uniformity 
within parish, city, diocese, other area? so, who 
should select the books, for how long should they 
adopted, and what criteria should govern the choice 
the selecting body? Should free textbooks pro- 
vided for all pupils all the grades, just the 
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indigent pupils the elementary school? What are 
the legitimate uses textbooks the classroom? This 
merely sampling the problems that arise. 

Tidwell his State Control Textbooks (Bureau 
Publications, Teachers College, Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, 1928) shows the present status and the 
trends textbook legislation the United States. 
concentrates his efforts uniformity and free-text- 
book problems. After showing the status and trends, 
suggests model textbook law for the State Flor- 
ida. The administrative problems private and public 
schools are similar that the findings should 
value both fields. Most the material which fol- 
lows adapted from the work Tidwell. 


Uniformity Textbooks 


History Uniformity. According 
“prior 1850, children brought school whatever 
books they happened have. Instruction was largely 
individual, and the schools were ungraded. But with 
the development graded courses study and the 
grading pupils, uniform textbooks became neces- 
sity. The first laws the subject directed the patrons 
the schools, the trustees, agree uniform 
series textbooks for use the schools for given 
term years, and parents were required supply 
their children with the books thus adopted. Uniformity 
textbooks was wholly local. When families moved 
from one district another they usually found that 
different textbooks were used the new district. 
avoid the expense buying new books each time 
family moved from one district another, popular 
demand for state-wide uniformity grew the states 
where most the moving families was going on. 
Cubberly makes the point that ‘nowhere the world 
people move about much they the United 
States.’” (P. 3.) 

Present Status Uniformity Laws: Apparent 
Trends. The author considers the uniformity laws 
for each the ten-year periods from 1925- 
27. Comparing the conditions the two end periods 
sufficient show the trends. (Adapted from Table 


6.)

Obviously, there trend away from county uni- 
formity and toward state uniformity. Twenty-five 
states now have uniformity laws some kind. 
these, sixteen have state-wide uniformity textbooks 
all the grades the elementary and high school, 
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and nine have uniformity the elementary grades 
only. 

The Adopting Machinery. Tidwell found “that the 
adopting bodies the states which have state-wide 
uniformity, are two principal kinds. Eleven the 
states having state-wide uniformity designate the state 
board education the adopting body; eleven states 
have specially appointed textbook (P. 
15.) The members the adopting body are usually 
engaged educational work. The number members 
varies from three thirteen, with seven the most com- 
mon number. Terms office range from minimum 
two years indefinite maximum, with four years 
the most common term. The powers the body are 
broad and general. The term adoption varies from 
three ten years, with five years the most common 
period. While “uniformity generally interpreted 
mean single list books, usually one book for each 
subject taught each grade,” (p. 18) “21 states have 
made definite provisions for supplementary books, 
which usually consists supplementary readers.” 
(P. 21.) 

Arguments for State Uniformity. Advocates 
state uniformity argue that the cost textbooks 
less where uniformity laws prevail, and give various 
logical reasons. Rebuttal: practice “nonuniformity 
states which have ‘open lists’ secure prices that are 
low prices quoted uniformity states. matter 
fact, natural competition among publishers suffi- 
cient insure fair prices.” (P. 45.) 

said that adopting bodies are more expert, 
and that they can make better selections than can local 
authorities. Rebuttal: Since adopting bodies are 
small, impossible for them expert all the 
fields which they have make selections, but ad- 
visory committees each field made experts 
might obviate this situation. 

“When books are selected state adopting 
body, the teachers and other school officials throughout 
the state are relieved the importunities textbook 
salesman.” (P. 46.) Rebuttal: State uniformity puts 
the awarding contracts into the hands few, and 
“temptation resort illegal practices great.” 
(P. 46.) 

“The plan state uniformity textbooks avoids 
losses books when families move from one school 
district another.” (P. 46.) Rebuttal: This argument 
“has point where textbooks are furnished free, 
they are now furnished most (P. 47.) 

“The use uniform textbooks throughout 
state makes possible the formulation and adoption 
uniform minimum state course study which can 
enforced.” “Within given city, even 
given school, uniform courses study are unde- 
sirable and impractical. Many schools have grouped 
their classes into classes according their abilities, 
and have adapted their courses study the needs 
each group.” (P. 47.) 


Arguments Uniformity. Typical 
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ments are: “Books which may suitable for one local- 
ity may not suitable for different locality.” “State 
uniformity means comparatively 
tions usually about five years length. This provi- 
sion the law prevents the adoption new and better 
textbooks which are constantly appearing.” much 
state control stifles individual enterprise and initiative. 
Most the significant contributions educational 
theory and practice have come from individuals who 
have been free (Pp. 

Criteria for Uniformity Law. The price 
books under the proposed plan must low they 
would under any other sound plan. (2) The selection 
textbooks must made competent professional 
body. (3) The proposed plan must provide against 
losses when families move from one district another. 
(4) Textbooks must selected with reference 
courses study. (5) The books selected must fit the 
particular needs the schools which will use them. 
(6) The proposed law must provide for the dropping 
unsatisfactory textbooks and for replacing them 
with satisfactory books within reasonable time. (7) 
Under the proposed plan the term adoption must 
flexible. (8) Local districts must given much 
freedom the management their schools they 
are capable exercising wisely 
(P. 53.) 

Free Textbooks 

History the Free-Textbook Movement. 
shall listen Tidwell: “The question free text- 
books arose even earlier than that uniformity. Phil- 
adelphia was the first city supply free textbooks 
the public schools (1818), and Massachusetts was the 
first state make free textbooks mandatory through- 
out the state (1884). The United States Commissioner 
made the United State Bureau Education, that 
the 161 cities then having population 25,000 
more were supplying free textbooks some all 

The Status and Trends Free-Textbook Legisla- 
tion. Tidwell also compares the free-textbook laws 
for each the ten-year periods from 1895-97 1925- 
27. comparison the results shows that there 
very pronounced trend toward the providing free 
books all pupils elementary 
schools. Twenty states now have laws making man- 
datory that pupils provided with free textbooks, 
compared nine 1895-97. Twenty-three states 
now have “permissive” laws, compared twelve 
the earlier period. Only five states have laws relating 
free textbooks, while there were such states 
One needs unusual imagination foresee 
the day when free textbooks will nearly common 
free buildings, free desks, and free teachers. 

Arguments for Free Textbooks. following ex- 
cerpts show outline the principal bases argument 
(pp. 49-51) 

American schools, textbooks are essential 
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teachers school buildings. system free public 
schools there more reason why child should 
furnish his books than why should pay his own 
share the teacher’s salary the fuel bill the 
janitor’s wages. 

“The provision free textbooks eliminates the delay 
beginning school term due the slowness par- 
ents furnishing their children with 
textbooks.” 

“When textbooks are furnished free all children, 
problems growing out dealing with indigent parents 
and children are little consequence. Many 
parents are extremely sensitive about accepting charity 
any form.” 

“Of all school expenses the only one that falls di- 
rectly the individual the expense textbooks. 
All other expenses are borne out general school 
taxes.” 

“Textbooks cost less when they are purchased 
the city, the county, the state, than they when 
they are purchased from dealers individuals. 
Moreover, fewer books are needed because each book, 
under the free-textbook plan, used up.” 

“Free textbooks increase attendance, especially 
the upper grades where the burden buying books 
heaviest and where the tendency drop out 
greatest.” 

Arguments Against Free Textbooks. Again fol- 
low the arguments set forth Tidwell (pp. 

“Under the free-textbook plan, after the first year 
use, books become second-hand. They become in- 
creasingly dirty and unattractive with each additional 
year use until they finally fall apart. Not only 
are free textbooks usually dirty and unattractive, but 
they may well disease-germ carriers.” Rebuttal: 
“Under private ownership the teacher can have very 
little say about the abuse books, whereas under 
public ownership she can demand reasonable care 

“Free textbooks greatly increase the burden taxa- 
tion for school purposes, and thereby awaken public 
opposition the schools.” Rebuttal: “In case 
the cost textbooks more than per cent the 
total amount spent for teachers’ salaries and the in- 
crease taxation practically negligible.” 

“Under the free-textbook plan, the children are de- 
prived the use textbooks during the vacation 
period.” 

“The child has feeling personal ownership such 
would have the books belonged him. 
not encouraged build library his own and 
thereby acquire what may become permanent 
wholesome interest.” 

“The free-textbook plan operation makes neces- 
sary for schools set more less elaborate ma- 
chinery distribute and account for textbooks.” 

“Free textbooks encourage the public depend upon 
the state. Self-reliance and resourcefulness are discour- 
aged the degree that the state does for individual 
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what can readily for himself.” Rebuttal: 
cisely the same arguments might made against free 
schools free bridges free fire departments. None 
them really free. They are all tax supported.” 


Proposed Textbook Law 


One the purposes Tidwell’s study was formu- 
late principles upon which draw textbook law 
for the State Florida. After proposing detailed 
textbook law for that state, the author summarizes the 
general provisions foliows (pp. 

“1. The state department education, under the 
state board education, shall have authority select 
textbooks for use all the public schools the 
state, and make all rules and regulations necessary 
carry out the manifest intent the textbook law. 

The state department education shall approve 
for use all the public schools the state, multiple 
lists textbooks for each grade and each subject pre- 
scribed the state course study. County districts 
shall have the right choose from such approved lists, 
subject the approval the state department edu- 
cation. specifically provided that the adopted text- 
books need not uniform within any county local 
district. 

The approved list shall consist not less than three 
and not more than seven textbooks, appropriate for 
each grade and for each subject prescribed the state 
course study. 

Local districts shall have the right use books other 
than those the approved list when may appear 
the state department education that the needs 
such local districts are not adequately served books 
the approved list. 

The term years for which any textbook shall 
adopted shall determined the county school 
official. Terms adoption need not uniform for all 
books for all grades. County school officials 
have authority drop unsatisfactory textbooks the 
close any school year, and, subject the approval 
the state department education, adopt other 
books from the approved list, their interests may 
appear, provided the state department education 
shall first notified writing the proposed change, 
together with the specific therefor. 

The state department education shall not con- 
sider any textbook for the approved list until the pub- 
lisher such textbooks has filed with the state depart- 
ment education affidavit showing the lowest price 
which said textbook sold anywhere the United 
States under similar conditions distribution; and 
textbook shall placed the approved list until 
the publisher has executed suitable contract and filed 
suitable bond, the state department education 
may require, furnish said textbook the price and 
for the term years agreed the state depart- 
ment education and the publisher. 

The county school district shall 
books and all other educational supplies without charge 
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all pupils attending the public schools within the 
county subject such rules and regulations the 
county school officials may prescribe. 

Free textbooks and other educational supplies 
shall included and considered part the state’s 
minimum educational program.” 


Conclusion 


Textbooks are still essential tools instruction.. 


Many problems arise from this fact. The purpose 
this article suggest solutions those problems, 
especially those problems having with pro- 
viding free and uniform textbooks pupils. Tidwell’s 
study similar problems the public schools has 
been quoted length. While Catholic-school problems 
are not identical with those the public schools, many 
common elements exist. examination recent find- 
ings and recommendations relative textbook prob- 
lems the public-school field should prove illumi- 
nating Catholic-school administrators, supervisors, 
and teachers. 
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Editor's Note. The following article gives a very timely suggestion for 
the welfare our schools. For the school with enrollment large 
that of the average city parish, a full-time active principal is an essential. 
Father Deady points out a number of reasons in proof of this statement. 


SUALLY this time the year, zealous pas- 
tors are making arrangements with the teach- 
ing communities meet new school develop- 
ments for the coming year. Some pastors are opening 
new schools, requiring increase the 
teaching personnel, while others are requesting changes 
improvements the faculty. the midst this 
laudable care and solicitude, pastors would well 
pause and consider the advisability securing from 
their teaching community, over and above the full 
necessary quota classroom teachers, Sister prin- 
cipal. For the modern parish school free, nonteaching 
principal longer luxury, but necessity. Indeed, 
the average school without free principal losing 
wasting more money than, conservative estimate, 
would pay the salaries five more Sisters. 

The parish-school principal today entirely 
different personage from the one some years ago 
when most pastors were school. Usually she was 
elderly Nun, who had spent her best years the class- 
room, and then was put charge local community 
superior. She taught the upper grades and attempted 
the principal’s work after during school hours. 


Her own classes were subject interruption all 


times. The tendency today place younger Sister 


charge, experienced teacher notwithstanding, but 
one whose vigor has not been sapped classroom 
teaching. Accordingly, the considerate pastor procures 
sufficient teaching force, religious lay, that this 
type principal will free from classroom routine 
and able devote her entire time the organization, 
administration, and supervision his parish school. 


Provision for Retarded Pupils 

The efficiency and financial saving the parish 
the free Sister principal can demonstrated the 
problem retardation. Upon investigation, the pastor 
will probably discover that about per cent his 
pupils fail make their grade each year. school 
809 pupils, approximately are retarded each year 
and forced spend another year the same grade. 
other words, this parish has stand the yearly 
expense reéducating these pupils, amount that 
would run between $1,200 and $2,000. doubt this 
item expense never considered segregated 
the school budget, but can easily seen that has 
place there. most cases accepted inevitable. 
the school where the pastor has provided for 
active, efficient, free Sister principal, this retardation 
should not take place. Such principal free from all 
class duties, and hence, able acquire intimate 
knowledge each classroom and, some degree, 
each pupil. with the teacher, the principal 
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discerns these potential failures early the year, 
studies the causes that will bring about this failure and 
“nips the bud.” She, least, prescribes, and, 
possible, administers remedial work, provides special 
classes, secures parental and employs the 
many other professional devices her command, 
order bring such pupils their normal capacity 
attainments. The pastor having free principal will 
discover that his pupil failures are reduced about 
per cent. this item alone, school 800 pupils 
would save over $2,000 year, and per cent the 
children annually would save year their lives. 


Supervision 

Furthermore, the free Sister principal justifies her 
existence taking care the problem supervision. 
generally acknowledged among educators that the 
quality and the quantity the instruction given the 
pupils greatly improved when the teacher skill- 
fully supervised the actual classroom situations. Our 
diocesan systems cannot yet afford the luxury special 
supervisors each any subject the curriculum. 
Accordingly the burden this necessary supervision 
falls upon the Sister principal. must remembered 
that the reception religious habit the attaining 
college degree does not make Sister teacher. 
For this latter occupation specific professional training 
required. The work the community normal school, 
matter how thorough, needs supplemented 
actual classroom experience closely supervised and in- 
telligently directed. Nearly every school has one 
more these comparatively new teachers its staff, 
and they require the advice and help the principal 
the classroom. such counsel not available the 
parish children are the losers and the teacher not 
culpable. Even the experienced teacher seeks and ap- 
preciates the skillful help the supervising principal 
because from the very nature her work the Sister 
principal has broader outlook than the Sister con- 
fined one classroom. Finally, the pastor forced 
employ inexperienced lay teachers augment the 
faculty, the necessity surpervision still more ap- 
parent. Probably this may seem some people 
overstatement the defects the faithful, hard- 
working Sisters; but will require only few mo- 
ments some classrooms discover the mental atroc- 
ities that pass the name teaching. permit these 
endure and become fixed modes action working 
dual hardship the teacher and the pupil. 
our present parish system, the free Sister principal, un- 
shackled from the classroom and the office, the tem- 
porary solution for the problem supervision. 


Analyzes Teaching Process 


Another great advantage the free Sister principal 
her agility administer and interpret intelligence 
and achievement tests all the classes. Efficiency 
education demands the use these modern tools. They 
tend render teaching and the results teaching ob- 
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jective rather than subjective. Probably most pastors 
have not had opportunity become acquainted 
with observe the workings testing programs that 
claim the principal’s attention. These instruments, 
while not yet perfect, are far beyond the experimental 
stage, and the modern school cannot afford neglect 
them. When properly given and scored, the group intel- 
ligence tests will give the priest and the Sisters the 
relatively accurate intelligence rating each child. 
This objective knowledge not only inestimable 
worth the pastor, the principal, and the teacher 
the division classes, promotions, retardations, 
disciplinary, social, and moral problems, but will 
the basis more intelligent guidance the future. 
Standard achievement tests each subject the cur- 
riculum will show how the pupil, the class, the 
school measures the average the city the 
country respect grade age. complement 
the intelligence ratings, these achievement results 
show what percentage his capacity each pupil 
working, thereby giving the principal and teacher 
accurate measure progress. the pastor they yield 
definite and accurate information the grade 
work being done his school whole and each 
class particular. However, order afford accurate 
statistics, these tests must uniformly administered 
one who has had some training their technique. 
This can readily acquired the average principal 
who has the time her disposal. passing, may 
stated that there the added value the testing pro- 
gram, which sometimes lost sight of, its diag- 
nostic value. The skillful principal can utilize the 
results these tests discover and strengthen the 
weak points the pupil, the grade, the school. Any 
pastor will readily admit that these great advantages 
cannot reaped his school without the full-time 
principal. 

Probably the free Sister principal pictured here 
the panacea for all the present evils the parish 
school. The purpose the writer merely bring 
the advantages such Sister forcibly before the 
attention the pastor this time year. The aver- 
age priest has neither the time nor the inclination 
become acquainted with the technical problems edu- 
cation. Yet desires his school have the best ob- 
tainable within the financial means the parish. Per- 
chance, these means will allow him take advantage 
the suggested improvement the acquisition the 
free principal. Her worth has been demonstrated 
cursory way the fields retardation, supervision, 
and testing under present conditions. But the priest 
can readily observe that all the usual administrative 
offices the principal will better performed under 
this system than where grade teaching combined 
with the principalship. 


Summary Activities 
summary few the major achievements 
typical free Sister principal will remove them from 
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the realm mere theory. During the year Sis- 
ter school 1,000 pupils and under average 
conditions, administered group intelligence tests 
every child; retested every child not agreeing with 
previously stated teacher’s estimate; grouped children 
grades according mental capacities administered 
standard tests reading and arithmetic all chil- 
dren above the second grade; correlated achievement 
and intelligence ratings; analyzed and prescribed rem- 
edies for any discrepancies between the child’s ability 
and work being produced; made regular classroom 
supervision; gave demonstration lessons new and 
inexperienced teachers teaching their classes 
their presence; conducted special class the tool 
subjects for border line and very dull pupils who could 
not profit regular classroom work; and began 
April study possible retardations with view 
total elimination failures above the primary grades.

The results accomplished in education, as in other work, 
depend largely upon the skill of principals and supervisors in placing 
teachers where they can their best and giving helpful, constructive 
criticism and leadership. Sister M. Mildred has very clearly outlined the 
duties, responsibilities, and educational and personal qualifications neces- 
sary for efficient supervision. 


accomplish the aim Catholic education, 
supervisor’s program includes classroom visita- 

tion and observation, demonstration teaching, 
conference, teacher training and teacher rating, and 
through these activities the improvement instruc- 
tion. For effective supervision, the visitation and obser- 
vation classroom work should planned, and 
enough time should devoted each room com- 
prehend the teacher’s work. study the 
lesson plan will service the supervisor judg- 
ing the work, for the plan will reveal whether the sub- 
ject matter was prepared, well chosen, within the 
comprehension the class, and adapted the inter- 
ests the pupils. will furthermore show whether 
the best method was selected, whether the material 
and visual aids were suitable, whether the aims 
the lesson were accomplished, and whether the assign- 
ments that followed the pupil 
activity. fair estimate can made lesson 
taught without copy the teacher’s plan. Since the 
daily lesson plan guarantee the teacher’s im- 
mediate preparation and great means toward the 
improvement instruction teacher should 
excused from this necessary preparation. However, less 
elaborate plans may accepted from experienced and 
successful teachers. 
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dition the routine duties the principal, the num- 
erous office calls and the management religious 
community, will easily realize that the free Sister 
principal laborer worthy her hire. 

The type Sister demanded fulfill these exacting 
duties not rarity. She can found nearly every 
teaching community. Special training would 
profit her, but this can acquired summer 
school, the Sister has the goal sight. year’s ex- 
perience, coupled with wide reading, will broaden her 
outlook her new position. the pastor puts 
request the motherhouse for such principal, then 
the demand will soon create the supply. Once the priest 
watches the results will feel fully justified that 
doing his best for his children, that they are having 
“life more abundantly.” The final test the Sister 
principal’s efficiency will always the test the 
Gospel, their fruits you shall know 
them.” 


Conference and Demonstration 


The psychological moment for the conference with 
the individual teacher immediately after the session 
during which the lesson was observed, for then the 
teacher expectant attitude, the proper 
friendly relations exist between the supervisor and the 
teacher, the latter will gratefully accept any construc- 
tive criticisms made. Without destroying the initiative 
and self-confidence the teacher, the supervisor may, 
during this conference, suggest improved methods and 
help the teacher become more efficient selecting 
and using material and judging devices and methods. 
Nothing more conducive teacher inspiration than 
the appreciative and sympathetic attitude the super- 
visor during this conference. The teachers must 
made realize that whatever done suggested 
for the purpose improving the work Catholic edu- 
cation. the other hand, discouragement and lack 
codperation are sure follow when appreciation 
and sympathy are lacking. 

Demonstration teaching another device used 
supervisors for the improvement instruction. This 
device particularly helpful when the lesson 
followed full and free discussion every phase 
the work observed. The demonstration might 
given the supervisor herself during the regular class 
period for the purpose showing the teacher how 
carry over single lesson unit. Or, when series 
lessons are demonstrated, period time might 
arranged when other teachers the same grade, and 
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meeting with similar difficulties are given oppor- 
tunity observe the more successful teachers. this 
case, the community supervisors are position 
know the weak points and difficulties the teachers 
concerned, and can point out definitely just what each 
individual observe. Demonstration given under 
actual classroom conditions produces the best results, 
especially when observers are conscious their weak 
points. Much the value the lesson may lost, 
however, when teachers not take active part 
the discussions that follow immediately after the dem- 
onstration. The best opportunity for demonstration 
teaching can provided for during the summer 
sessions conducted for the purpose teacher training 
when young, inexperienced, and weak teachers may 
observe the successful teachers, and discuss their prob- 
lems and assist the preparation the particular 
lessons. 
Improved Teacher Training 

article “Growth and Progress Catholic 
Schools,” Rev. McCormick, dean the Cath- 
olic Sisters College, speaks the most gratifying 
evidence progress our Catholic schools due 
the improvement teacher training. says: “With 
the whole system everywhere growing and making im- 
perative demands for teachers, the standards teacher 
preparation have been raised and are still going higher, 
Dioceses and teaching communities themselves are 
taking greater care the normal schools and requiring 
all elementary teachers have their normal certificates 
diplomas. 

“State certification teachers has had its effect 
many dioceses where the state law became effective 
regard teachers private schools. some in- 
stances, the religious teachers were obliged secure 
within given time the full amount normal-school 
credits order teach within the state. This neces- 
sitated the provision normal-training courses for our 
teaching sisterhoods wherever the full amount 
normal credit demanded the state had not been met 
the usual normal this improved 
condition teacher training everywhere manifest, 
may properly regarded one our best indica- 
tions progress. With teachers adequately prepared 
for their work and inspired religious motive the 
success the Catholic school system guaranteed.” 

The question now is, kind training 
provide for our Present-day train- 
ing for teachers should not merely include intellec- 
tual acquisition subject matter, but should stress 
growth creative ability, power achievement, 
ability for adjustment and addition 
scholarship, provision must made for courses child 
study. order that our teachers may understand and 
use the best methods instruction, they should know 
how children grow and how promote mental growth. 
They must possess knowledge the interests 
which children respond most naturally and which they 
exhibit different ages. Instead getting practice 
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making assignments, hearing recitations, and giv- 
ing examinations, teachers should learn guide chil- 
dren conducting all kinds activities which 
wholesome growth promoted. They must learn 
differentiate between the acquisition subject matter 
through memory, and the development power and 
satisfaction through purposeful activities which con- 
tribute information doing. careful study edu- 
cational principles and their application everyday 
teaching one the greatest means for achieving 
the purposes Catholic education. 


Rating Teachers 

Effective supervision impossible without some kind 
check-up classroom instructica. For this purpose 
teacher-rating cards are used, means which teach- 
ers may compare their results with others recognized 
standing and may study their own improvements. 
Supervisors, however, must careful estimating 
teaching ability distinguish between real and ac- 
complished ability. Since there are many factors that 
might color the estimate made, teacher should 
rated merely the work observed during one two 
visits. When rating teacher should take into 
consideration the difficulty the subject matter 
presented, the physical condition the teacher, her 
personal and professional equipment, her interest, and 
her efforts codperate. Teaching ability not shown 
poor average lesson but the best lesson 
taught. beginner should not judged the results 
accomplished expert. Language fluency 
criterion either for estimating results, for all have 
met individuals who can speak length around 
subject and say little the point. The pupils’ test 
scores should not used basis for teacher rating, 
neither can fair estimate made teaching ability 
when the proper attitude lacking between the super- 
visor and teacher. 

Unless our rating scheme serves improve teach- 
ing, value. Discriminating judgment and 
moral courage are required the part the super- 
visor the principal for the proper application the 
rating scale. Neither excessive sympathy nor excessive 
fear giving offense may dominate the supervisor 
rating teacher. Just scientific testing helpful 
the teacher making better classification her 
pupils, the teacher-rating scale, properly applied, 
will serve basis for grading the teachers any 
one community. 

would have our teachers remedy their defects, 
they must know what qualities they are being 
checked. This necessitates copy the rating scheme 
used the supervisors, the hands every teacher. 
For teacher estimation, simplified rating scheme 
preferable one which enumerates all the defects 
that might possibly found. The type rating 
scheme recommended might one that serves 
complete record the teacher. Such scheme should 
include, besides record the class, three main 
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headings, the first which relates the teacher, the 
second the lesson, and the third the 
report. The subtopics included under the first part 
would the personal equipment the teacher, school 
management, teaching ability, professional 
growth, experience teaching, and certificate held. 
The topics, that have direct bearing the lesson 
and through which effective results can expected, 
could listed under the second heading which has 
reference the lesson hand. Here the teacher 
checked her lesson plan, the type questions used, 
the assignment made, attention, interest, and pupil 
acitivity. Each these points important for the 
improvement instruction, and teachers should 
made realize that careful consideration these 
points makes for effective teaching. addition the 
final rating, the score card might include record the 
supervisor’s visit, the kind helps and suggestions 
given the private interview conference, and the 
type lesson taught her. 

Three copies each report should made. One 
for the teacher, second for the supervisor, and 
third for the files the superintendent. The report 
will help the individual teacher know what points 
stress, the supervisor what points follow dur- 
ing succeeding visits, and the superintendent will there- 
obtain fair record the standing each teacher 
the diocese. 

Since community supervisors usually have vote 
the assignment teachers the various grades, they 
should keep mind when making the appointments, 
that interest one’s work requires contentment and 
happiness. Frequently may find that teacher who 
would prove very successful intermediate 
grammar grade struggling primary grade where 
she doomed failure. 

The community supervisors, however, are not alone 
responsible for training teachers-in-service. Much 
this responsibility rests the principals who come 
daily contact with their teachers. The requirements 
for principals are therefore similar those for super- 
visors. The committee Standards and Training for 
the Elementary-School Principalship the National 
Education Association recommends that “the standard 
preparation for the elementary-school principal should 
include four years college plus graduate year with 
major education. view present conditions, 
the committee recommends that the tentative stand- 
ards for admission the principalship should based 
the bachelor’s degree equivalent.” 


Training Principals 

Judging from the requirements and from the results 
the work our Catholic educational system, 
evident that the principals the elementary schools 
must also trained. recommended that provision 
made every diocese for improving our principals- 
in-service. regular program requiring professional 
reading, attendance summer schools and educa- 
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tional meetings, and the writing professional articles 
would help overcome the idea that most the 
principal’s time devoted administrative and 
clerical work. The courses offered for principals should 
include philosophy education, supervision in- 
struction, measuring and testing the results teach- 
ing, technique instruction, educational psychology, 
school administration, school hygiene, and curriculum 
construction. 

Since the most important duty the principals 
the improvement instruction, they, like the super- 
visors, leaders. One test their leadership 
is, the words Engleman, “the fine professional 
spirit the teachers, their cordial attitude toward 
supervision, their readiness accept criticisms, and 
their high standard efficiency.” 

reference the character the supervisory work 
principals Hampton says, “Among the supervisory 
duties that should receive more attention are dem- 
onstration and experimental teaching and the stimula- 
tion professional study Less time 
should possibly given observation, and more 
time should certainly used analysis the teach- 
ing observed and the training teachers better 
teaching. The amount time devoted the study 
the curriculum and the diagnosis and classification 
pupils insufficient. These problems are difficult, 
but they are such importance that the difficulty 
should met squarely and some constructive work 
should done meet the needs every individual 
the school. The very fact that these problems 
are diificult valid argument for making more 
constructive study them.” Observation itself 
little supervisory value except means dis- 
covering the weak points teacher and enabling 
the principal suggest improvements. 


Importance Leadership 


From what has been said regarding the qualifications 
and duties supervisors and principals, evident 
that they need professional training order 
effective supervision. However, let not forget, that 
since sympathy, tact, forbearance, and 
further getting results desired than knowledge, 
authority, and force, should aim for leadership 
rather than scholarship the choice and training 
these officials. 

Finally, supervision our Catholic elementary 
schools can made effective less attention given 
inspection and the mechanical aspects, and 
their places substitute type supervision that 
characterized unity, codperation, and inspiration. 
word, effective supervision will result when super- 
intendent, supervisors, and principals work sym- 
pathy with the teachers, when they appreciate their 
attempts, and when they are quick encourage their 
efforts. Thus supervisors may the means bring- 
ing about new ideas, higher ideals, inspiration, new 
life, and through them effective supervision.

These and hundred more questions 
spontaneously arise. know that many would never 
have enrolled but for compulsory education 
Some, doubt, will entirely out place high 
school, others will resist all efforts help them, but 
many more, feel sure, could changed into willing 
workers, someone the teaching staff were take 
personal interest them. Even the case those 
incapable pursuing high-school courses, would 
the benefit the individual and the school Jearn 
this quickly possible. Our present methods dis- 
covering the students, who will not benefit their 
stay high school, are too vague and uncertain. This 
will continue until every pupil more carefully 
studied. 

When tempted condemn those who fail high 
school, would well remember that the tradi- 
tional high-school curriculum, from which most our 
Catholic schools have deviated little, was organized 
for more select group than that which crowds our 
corridors today. With this traditional classical curri- 
culum and our present school population, are 
get anywhere, must adjust the course the capaci- 
ties the individual pupils.

But what means have 
discovering the mediocre inferior student before

Most 
likely will continue find under any system 
guidance that certain pupils are entirely out place 
high school and should learning 
trade, instead wasting time subjects for which 
they have taste and talent, but would have 
the satisfaction knowing that many were saved for 
more useful lives, and that all were helped the best 
our ability. There should every faculty least 
one who should assume toward the pupils some other 
attitude than “take leave it.” These less-fortunate 
children, for children they are still, with all their short- 
comings, have been confided our care, and shall 
not have done our duty fully them, until have 
left stone unturned encourage and guide them. 
Ejecting them from school without fair trial 
just effort understand them might easy way 
out, but might also indicate that, instead facing 
the problem bravely and trying solve it, are 
merely running away from it. 

Our pupils differ widely. They differ from one an- 
other talent, industry, previous preparation, interest, 
aptitude, environment, home training and influence, 
health and physical equipment, social, industrial, and 
athletic activities. Each and every one these 
its impress the student and has tendency affect 
his scholastic standing. Who thinks about these factors 
gives any time their consideration? just 
pass judgment without least familiarizing ourselves 
with influences which affect deeply the student’s life, 
and from which many cases powerless 
Only the other day teacher informed that 
had been dealing very severely with student for 
almost year, before discovered that the young 
man worked every day after school from three o’clock 
until eleven. interview with the father resulted 
more equitable adjustment time. doubt there 
are every faculty, teachers who give thought the 
above considerations, teachers with great knowledge 
and love youth, and result their warm per- 
sonal interest, many students are saved from failure 
and many more encouraged better work; but 
should the aim the school see that such coun- 
seling available all times for all students. 


The Period Adjustment 


The pupils coming into high school are new us. 
remembered are just new them. The 
student enters new world, strange surroundings. 
meets new teachers, companions, subjects study, and 
methods teaching. Everything seems different 
from the little world which formerly lived. the 
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case boys, who for the first time come under male 
teachers, the change even more radical. 

The departmental system and the central high school 
are stumblingblocks for many. These two factors alone 
make necessary some systematic method adjusting 
the new student his new surroundings. Many grade- 
school pupils, because their acquaintance with the 
teacher and their nearness home, never dreamed 
taking then the chances they afterwards take high 
school. the lower school, there was, least, some 
check-up the fact that one teacher was charge, 
whereas high school there opened new free- 
dom, which many pupils, due their immaturity, mis- 
use their own detriment. 

Owing the departmental organization and the 
fact meeting their pupils but once day, few teach- 
ers high school assume responsibility for individuals 
take truly personal interest their welfare. For 
the most part specialists their respective subjects, 
they are wholly intent bringing along the pupils 
their own branches. They teach classes, rather than 
individuals. The demands made upon them are 
heavy, that granted the inclination, they haven’t the 
time study carefully every pupil they meet the 
course the day. student fails, rather hur- 
riedly concluded that one the many who come 
high school waste their time, and the sooner 
ejected the better. How frequently principal told 
that certain student stupid, who closer inspec- 
tion found quite talented but lazy! Sometimes 
his apparent dullness arises from conditions that can 
remedied. Though would too much expect 
busy, full-time teacher undertake the counseling 
more than one hundred and fifty individuals, see 
good reason why many teachers could not held 
responsible for smaller groups, say thirty forty. 


Method Guidance 


Before entering into discussion what the best 
method guidance, let sum briefly some the 
principal duties counselor. 


The first and the most important duty study the 
pupil and gain much information about him possible. 
This might include such matters grade-school record, abil- 
ity, industry, environment, home conditions, notable physical 
defects (poor eyesight, deafness, etc.), employment after 
school hours, interests, desires, aims, etc. But these should not 
determining. They are merely clues. 

The counselor should explain the courses and help the 
student select the course for which best fitted, 
wrong course chosen, aid him correct the mistake 
quickly possible. Care must taken, however, not force 
students into courses which parents object. 

The counselor should watch carefully 
standing his charges, stimulate the lazy, investigate the 
causes failure, and constantly encourage all better efforts. 
his conversations with his brother teachers, the counselor 
will gather much valuable information that will prove helpful 
guidance. 

The counselor excellent position explain the 
why and wherefore many things high school, furnish in- 
formation college requirements, stimulate thought voca- 
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tion, gather and furnish information various vocations 
which the pupils might interested. counselor should 
consider his duty pick vocations for his pupils, but 
should encourage them think about their lifework. 
young man, matter how immature, can begin too early 
think about his future and find out what God wants him 
with his life. 

sympathetic counselor broad knowledge and ex- 
perience will able solve many disciplinary problems, and 
direct the formation the moral and religious character 
the students. Here, indeed, fertile field, and wise guide 
can incalculable assistance. Many objections our 
methods teaching religion will disappear, when someone 
takes sympathetic personal interest the individual, helps 
him find himself, and urges him make his religion 
practical. 

will the counselor’s duty keep permanent writ- 
ten record the detailed study each pupil. 


Since clear from the foregoing brief summary 
that student guidance carried sincerely and system- 
atically will require experienced personnel and much 
more time than the average high-school teacher can 
spare, naturally wonder whether can intro- 
duced into our high schools without notable changes 
our present organization. mind, counseling 
important enough merit the position separate 
department under person properly trained and quali- 
fied for such work. The number assistants will de- 
pend the size the school, and every faculty 
there are teachers who can trained help the 
But progress will depend the training the 
head counselor and his ability enthuse others. 
every high school there should person properly 
equipped, who would devote full time seeing that 
every pupil studied carefully possible and en- 
couraged make the best possible use his time. 
With this responsibility resting him could 
depended upon train his assistants and arouse their 
interest field quite new them. Otherwise, fear 
that the latter would soon come neglect their obli- 
gations counselors. 

conclusion, may permitted describe briefly 
method guidance that have followed our 
school for the past five years. the opening school 
September, the student body divided into groups 
thirty and each group assigned different pro- 
fessor, teacher being responsible for more than 
thirty pupils. The first fifteen minutes each day 
set aside for meetings counselors and pupils. After 
school and during free periods the counselor makes 
personal contacts with the individuals his group, and 
begins his study them. gathers information from 
the office files, the various teachers, the boy himself, 
and necessary, from the parents. the latter case, 
the counselor ordinarily makes use the good offices 
the principal. Since the counselor responsible for 
only small group, expected know intimately 
each his pupils, and difficult cases, advises 
with the principal. The counselor keeps card index 
the information gathered for future references and 
advises his charges best can, along the lines 
already described. Regularly all the counselors meet 
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with the principal discuss the work being done and 
methods whereby might improved. 

Many difficulties arose when this system guidance 
was inaugurated the school. Some have been satis- 
factorily solved, others still remain unsolved. the 
beginning only few teachers entered into the work 
counseling with enthusiasm. All were willing enough 
help the work, but the vast majority showed the 
lack training for this special type education. 
took them long time see that counseling embraced 
much more than usually undertaken the home- 
room teacher. With those who may claim that the lat- 
ter system, present conducted, answers all the 
needs counseling, beg differ. Not one home- 
room teacher hundred has any idea that the duties 
counselor, herein listed, fall upon him. schools 
where special attention given guidance, 
usually find little interest it. What everybody’s 
business becomes nobody’s business. Student guidance 
too serious matter intrusted the whims 
and vagaries every individual teacher. Though most 
teachers can trained become efficient counselors, 
demands hard labor, much time, and great patience. 
difficult see how much progress can made 
unless trained counselor devotes all his time 
the work. 

the difficulties encountered introducing student 
guidance into our high school, time will permit 
mentioning only few. the first place were sur- 
prised learn how few knew anything about counsel- 
ing, and how vague even they were the subject. The 
more studied and the more learned about it, 
the more enthusiastic became. But progress was 
slow. Looking back, can now see how helpful 
trained counselor, devoting himself entirely guid- 
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ance, would have been. Many had felt that stu- 
dents were receiving counsel from the various 
teachers, but brought face face with the real situa- 
tian were amazed find how mistaken were. 
were not long discovering that some teachers 
have taste for this special type work. Though 
few never succeed overcoming their dislike, many 
others become interested when they learn what de- 
mand and how about it. 

Counseling, briefly described this article, 
distinct from the usual duties high-school teachers 
and much branch itself, that teachers acting 
counselors must given ample time for this activ- 
ity. Since, however, great deal the work must 
done with individuals and not groups, becomes quite 
difficult arrange the time when counselor and pupil 
may meet. 

The system counseling have adopted, namely, 
utilizing the services the entire faculty, far 
from perfect. doubt could improved em- 
ploying one trained counselor and associating with him 
only such members the staff demonstrate specia! 
aptitude for student guidance. 

After five years, however, the unanimous judgment 
the faculty that counseling works and good 
thing for all. Our system, with all its defects, has 
proved successful and has won the hearty indorsement 
the teachers and pupils. they attribute 
noticeble improvement general scholarship and dis- 
cipline, finer school spirit, and more kindly rela- 
tionship between teachers and pupils. the same 
time all recognize the imperfections the present 
method and are keenly conscious how much more 
good could accomplished better system stu- 
dent guidance.

their gymnastic work, when other teachers seem 
have great deal trouble getting their girls 
attend floor classes regularly, take active 
part the sports. answer that conduct the 
work manner different from any have ever seen 
worked out elsewhere. method, believe, will solve 
the great problem lack interest for any school 
gym class, but particularly the method board- 
ing schools private for girls. have been 
experimenting for years this method, and feel, now

that have seen worked out with such success, that 
can well recommend other teachers. 

The work the gym floor, the exercises, and the 
games, are not enough fit young women for life. 
They must know the “why’s” the many things they 
are required keep their health. They must 
educated care for their bodies they will unable 
take part the active gymnastic therefore, 
supplement the floor work with theory classes. 


Health and Hygiene 


The first theory class one called and Hy- 
giene” covering personal hygiene and general care 
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the body. Knowledge health getting and health keep- 
ing, though simple itself, often buried big 
medical books and obscured technicalities that 
many cases kept from those who need it. with 
this thought that give theory class practical 
instructions for daily life, terms clear each girl. 
Its purpose explain each individual how she 
may attain health and happiness the present and lay 
the foundation for sane, vigorous, and useful old 
age; give directions for preventing the spreading 
infection from cases communicable diseases; 
furnish instruction caring for oneself and one’s 
family time accident sickness the home. 


Etiquette and Social Usage 


The second theory class one called “Etiquette and 
Social Usage.” This class especially needed our 
Catholic schools today. find that all young people 
are lax regard general conduct the high-school 
age. teach this subject not only from the standpoint 
good conduct, regard proper etiquette, but 
from the moral standpoint, and find that the method 
works out beautifully with most students. The eti- 
quette class especially well received boarding 
schools where students have very little time 
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spend their own homes learning the very necessary 
forms receiving, entertaining, and the like. This 
class teaches the girls courteous and kind; 
general, find affecting their entire behavior. 


Gymnastic Work 


teaching gymnastic work not insist upon 
strenuous apparatus work for girls. rather favor the 
artistic excercises dancing, both classical and folk 
dancing, marching, and general exercises that will 
develop poise and grace rather than great muscle. 
believe that dancing serves bearer impressive 
thought and feeling. vehicle grace and beauty 
and carries subtle message charm. our desire 
create appreciation the beautiful among our 
students, charm that every Catholic young woman 
should possess, and believe can get nearer this 
appreciation through dancing artistic compositions 
than any other way. always find two types 
girl the gym floor, the truly athletic type, and the 
less vigorous type. The basketball, tennis, 
hockey, and the like care the great energy 
stored the body the truly athletic type girl, 
while the girls who are not strong find recreation 
the dancing exercises the gym floor.

has been shown that the pulse beat actually 
affected, and soon swings into the rythm what 
listened to.

Cir- 
cling the arched main entrance, the 
ten school months beginning with 
September and ending with June 
are designed the carved Zodiac 
emblems. The triple windows high- 
are decorated with the Eagle 
and the thirteen stars over the cen- 
ter and the stripes the American 
flag over each the side win- 
dows. Above this the great religious 
Franciscan Order commemorated 
the striking facade with the 
historic coat-of-arms 
trates the symbols virtue and 
erudition.

Wherever there are children, the exercise disciplin- 
ary measures and expedients are bound come into 
play. Children are children, and must trained 
manner and deportment well the studies and 
tasks assigned them. 

The parochial school has its problem discipline 
has any other school, and must deal with the 
exigency and situation requires. The problem, however, 
has its beginning the home and lessened acute- 
ness the degree that the home exercises disciplinary 
influences. The school, therefore, frequently called 
upon make for the shortcomings the home, and 
assume corrective measures which should come more 
strictly within the province parental duty. 

Discussing the broad question discipline, ap- 
plied the schools general, the assumption must 
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that the parochial school, due the religious atmos- 
phere which reigns there, succeeds maintaining 
acceptable order things. The character training 
which religious instruction fosters, tends pupil be- 
havior and decorum. 

The question corporal punishment the main- 
tenance school discipline has been subjected most 
exhaustive discussion. some school systems corporal 
punishment has been abolished, others retained. 
Owing the many embarrassing situations which have 
arisen through the infliction corporal punishment, 
namely, through the resentful and defiant attitude 
parents, frequently resulting court proceedings and 
other unpleasantries, there has been gradual tendency 
toward its abolition. 

The immediate question confronting the school au- 
thorities centers more particularly upon the disposition 
the refractory and incorrigible. sound thrashing, 
which frequently the most effective way awaken- 
ing the conscience pupil, omitted, then the 
efficacy kindliness and persuasion must tried. 
this fails, the extreme penalty expulsion. 

But then the compulsory-attendance laws, which ob- 
tain most states, must reckoned with. The ex- 
pelled pupil here runs into the arms the attendance 
officer the police, and the parents are thus brought 
realization the awkwardness the situation. 
Usually the culmination this sort thing ad- 
justment which may may not satisfactory. 

The third attitude school authorities the sub- 
ject corporal punishment, and one which held 
with tenacity and considerable justification, that 
which upholds the rule, but exercises the same rare 
instances only. other words, the pupil made 
understand that corporal punishment will inflicted, 
all other expedients which are generously applied, 
have failed. The very fact that the prospect such 
punishment hangs over the refractory pupils, said 
have salutary effect. 

Where this rule adhered to, said have fully 
demonstrated its efficiency. only rare occasions 
that the punishment inflicted, and then only the 
presence both teacher and principal. The moral effect 
the chastisement, becomes more decisive because 
exceptional and unusual. other words, the very 
fact that infliction corporal punishment rare 
and occasional, only renders more impressive and 
salutary.

Geography 


the Los Angeles School Journal for January, 1930, Helen 
Augusta Mitchell relates stimulating story about geography 
project for the study China the Sereno School 
her third grade last semester. 

“The children, with their teacher, worked out projects to- 
gether. The sand table was used continuously during the 
semesters work. Acting upon the suggestion the super- 
visor industrial arts, very fine grass called “Red Top” 
was planted the sand; grew remarkably well. The children 
were very much interested this project when the first 
biade grass appeared, there was much excitement. may 
add, the teacher was quite thrilled the children when 
our beautiful crop grass began spread over our miniature 
hills and valleys which later became part Chinese 
garden. 

“The children, teacher, all contributed small Chinese ob- 
jects beautify our garden. was great fun have these 
things brought in—a small pagoda, inn, tiny house, 
small dressed dolls which were often placed before pool 
sitting under parasol (made from cork and toothpicks 
with piece bright-colored Chinese paper pasted them). 
Rickshaws were made match boxes clay, were tea 
sets and bowls. 

Another project was that making the great wall China, 
greatly miniature, course. made bricks manu- 
factured our own room. Stories were read the great wall 
and many pictures were referred before started this 
project When our bricks were ready, arranged them the 
sand table and made small cardboard houses for the sacred 
city Peking which, history tells us, was protected this 
great wall. 

“The interest houses grew decided make larger 
houses and street scene was developed. Large pasteboard 
boxes were used, the roofs the houses being made 
corrugated paper lacquered red represent tile. 

“One the boys did some indexing pictures for 
the National Geographic Magazine, which was helpful. 
wrote ‘houses,’ small pieces paper, placing 
them the magazines for the convenience those working 
this project. great deal time was saved this 
cataloging pictures. 

was inspiring carrying this activity with these third- 
grade children, whose enthusiasm did not wane from the 
beginning the end the semester. 

Our work was done quite informally but the discipline was 
not difficult for the children kept mind the objectives for 
which they were working and which greatly intrigued them. 

very valuable aspect this study was this knowledge 
gained the Chinese people, and Chinese” brought 
about feeling respect the part the pupils for this 
very wonderful race people. They learned appreciate 
their culture, small degree, and this manner added 
materially their own.” 


Remedial Measures for 


Mary Sultzer, principal Jackson Place School No. 97, 
Baltimore, Md., conducted experiment during the spring 
1929 determine the value specific remedial measures 
reading. She records her findings the Journal the Na- 
tional Education Association for February, 1930. 


The first condition for improvement reading dis- 
cover the types that are need development. There are 
many standardized tests available this time, that 
progressive system teacher would consider carrying 
extensive reading program without ascertaining the im- 
mediate needs the pupils specific abilities. 

Among the outstanding factors involved reading are 
word, sentence, and paragraph comprehension, 
depending the two others but requiring considerable addi- 
tional skill. 

Nonrecognition words may the result number 
deficiencies. meager speaking vocabulary, mainly the 
concomitant foreign illiterate home environment, caus- 
ing lack knowledge the meaning words with 
experimental background aid interpreting them, 
doubt the greatest handicap young children 
considerable skill overcome when dealing with older pupils 
retarded reading. 

Extensive reading will build the experiential background 
necessary the material interesting and the ability 
the pupils. Phonic drills will help attacking new and 
unfamiliar words. Word and phrase drills aid instant 
recognition are essential. All drills should rapid, short, 
and varied. the higher grades analysis certain words 
into prefix, suffix, and stem, with drills form new words 
combinations using the same, valuable not used too 
often carried the extent uninteresting details. 
Synoyms, antonyms, and idiomatic phrases can helpful 
drill devices the hands alert, skillful teacher. Some 
types vocabulary lessons conducted during English periods 
are aids developing the power rapid assimilation needed 
reading. 

Exercises eliminate irregular eye movements, increase 
the perceptual span, and decrease vocalization are numer- 
ous. Flash cards, having gradual increase length and 
difficulty phrases, are perhaps the greatest aid reducing 
the first two these defects and conscious attempt the 
part the pupil refrain from lip movement, combined 
with emphasis upon speed, will soon eliminate this undesir- 
able habit. 

stated before, the comprehension paragraphs many 
different abilities are necessary. Aside from the necessity for 
word knowledge every kind reading materials, care- 
ful perusal article oftentimes essential. This requires 
slower rate than when reading material which often 
possible skip irrelevant details. the Sangre-Woody tests 
the authors have made possible test five distinct types 
reading ability: fact material, careful perusal 
article following directions, and organization, besides word 
meaning and rate. 

Physical defects mental incapacity defective vision 
are natural handicaps: the first being serious, the child’s 
power proceed limited the degree the defect; the 
teacher almost immediately.

experience with this type lesson convinces that 
students come away with surer sense values than they 
when the better poem alone simply read and discussed, 
and its positive values pointed out.

Catholic School Enrollment 1928 

The total enrollment Catholic elementary schools 1928 
was 2,201,942 pupils, increase 90,382 4.8 per cent 
over the census returns 1926. The survey was made the 
N.C.W.C. department education and announced their 
Directory Catholic Colleges and Schools. 

the same two years the total number Catholic elemen- 
tary schools increased 215. This represents 2.88-per-cent 
increase over the total number 1926. 

Between 1926 and 1928, the number teachers employed 
Catholic elementary schools increased from 55,000 
59,013. This was gain 3,858 teachers, 6.98 per cent. 
The number religious teachers these schools 1928 was 
54,830, 3,899 more than 1926. The number lay teach- 
ers was 4,183, about the same 1926. 

far the survey shows, boys and girls attended the 
Catholic elementary schools 1928 almost equal numbers. 
The report shows that total 646,535 boys and 676,465 
girls were attendance these schools 1928. However, 
there are 878,942 pupils reported various schools who are 
not classified sex. 

The archdiocese Chicago, which reported the largest num- 
ber Catholic elementary schools any diocese, 364, also 
reported the largest number pupils enrolled with 180,128.

The archdiocese Philadelphia reported total 281 
Catholic elementary schools, with total 123,520 pupils 
attendance. These schools were taught total 2,582 
teachers whom 2,448 were religious, and 134 were lay 
teachers. The archdiocese New York reported total 
234 elementary schools, with total 109,705 pupils 
attendance. total 3,434 teachers were employed these 
schools, reports from the archdiocese stated. all these 
teachers, 2,652 were religious, and 782 were lay. 

The fourth see report pupil enrollments amounting 
more than 100,000 was the diocese Brooklyn. The 193 
Catholic elementary schools this diocese, was said, were 
attended 102,126 pupils, and were staffed total 
2,785 teachers, 2,129 whom were religious and 656 lay. 

Twenty-three archdioceses and dioceses reported total 
100 more Catholic elementary schools for the year 1928. 
Thirty-one archdioceses and dioceses reported elementary 
school enrollments amounting 20,000 more pupils. 


Developments the Green Bay Diocese 


The first annual school report (1929), Rev. Westen- 
berger, diocesan superintendent schools, announced total 
enrollment 22,925 pupils the beginning the year (Sep- 
tember, 1928), and 24,017 the close (June, 1929), 121

school attendance was 21,013. The diocese has population
